Rev. Carl A. Moberg of Miami: R-Way For Bridge 


Palm Beach county filed a notice 
of taking, under which it will get 
right-of-way .for-the new Canal 
Point bridge, in Circuit . court 
Tuesday. 

Five defendants were’ named in 
the action, on which a hearing 
will be held July 31. Appraisers 
will be appointed then. ` 

Under the notice of taking, the 
county will post a bond of twice 
the amount at which the land is 
appraised. The actual cost to the 
county will be determined by emi- 
nent domain proceedings, which 
were also filed. Tùesday. 

The notice of taking was filed so 
the county can get the right-of- 
way.in less time than condemna- 
tion would. take. The state has 
withheld action on building four 
bridges in the county until right- 
of-way is available for all of them. 


Post Office Will 
Move In Pahokee 


The remodeling»of the building 
on East’ Main treet, Pahokee, 
has been completed dnd every- 
thing is in readiness for the mov- 
ing of the Pahokee post. office to 
its new location. It is. expected to 


be moved within the next few 
days. 
The new location will provide 


the post office with approximately 
290 ‘square feet of floor space 
more than it has at the present 
location. This additional floor 
space will allow for 4 new section 
of lock boxes. The post office will 
have modern fluorescent lighting, 
attic-fan and~oil -furnace heating 
facilities at the new location.

Possibility of. a cooperative 
agreement- between Palm Beach 
County and private interests to 
improve flying facilities at Palm 
Beach County Glades Airport on 
Bacom Point Road was ‘seen in 
action taken this week by the 
county ‘commission. 

At the request of Commissfoner 
Paul Rardin, Canal Point, the 
board approved a resolution which 
allows Frank Belk, Glades pilot 
and crop duster, entrance to the 
airport from privately*owned lands 
adjacent to the field. 

Adoption’ of the resolution, Í 
Rardin said, would clear the way 
for Belk to construct a hanger 
®t His own expense and on his 
+9) land adjacent to the field on 
Bacom Point. 

‘The Glades flyer, who has sev- 
eral planes which are used for 
dusting. crops, said that he was 
willing to build the hanger provid- 
ing he obtained rights of ingress

Tax Millage Lower 
For Coming Year 


A tentative budget of slightly 
over $3 million was adopted by the 
County Commission Monday—ex- 
penditures which will draw a tax 
assessment slightly less than a 
year ago. i 

The total budget calls for expen- 
ditures during the coming year of 
$3,096,827—an increase of $378,- 
710 from‘ the previous year. 

Kenneth . Foster, , commission 
chairman, said that. despite in- 
creased expenditures which were 
brought on this year by a general 
rise in prices, the commission had 
been able to hold the line when it 
came to levying a'millage to raise 
the county’s appropriations. 

Total tax. levy to operate the 
commission’s budget this year was 
set at 11.65. Last year the tax 
levy, was 11.66. ‘ 

The commission, Foster’ said, 
was able to. match the rising costs 
of living by economic administra- 
tion of county governmental fun- 
ctions during the past year which

TALLAHASSEE — A major 
problem that must be given con- 
sideration by the next legislature 
is that of providing for a, long- 
range,road building program that 
willinsure Florida's receiving its 
full share of federal aid and laying 
the groundwork for g primary road 
system to meet the te's present 
and future traffic needs. 

Congress, wisely, refused to con- 
sider the administration’s demand 
for a cutback in the appropriation 


for federal aid to highways, and | 


the appropriation provides for a 
total of $575- million annually for 
state participation including for 
the first time, $25 million for in- 
terstate Highway Systems. | 

Lt. Gen. Eugene Reynold, execu- 
tive vice-president of the Ameri- 
cari Road» Builders’ Association, 
said, “I am glad to see federal 
aid for highways increased instead 
of reduced. Furthermore, I am 
glad that a step has been taken 
to provide for the development of 
the important Interstate System, 
The $25 million authorized is sad- 
ly inadequate, but it gives recog- 
nition to the critical, problem.” 

4 further quotation cited by the 
General from the Senate report is 
the warning that “highway usage 
is.running far ahead of the high- 
way improvement. The capacity of 
our highway system is diminish- 
ing due to the deterioration of 
older roads without sufficient re- 


placement or reconstruction to 
compensate for loss.” 
General Reynold, in his testi- 


mony before both the Senate and 
House hearings on the highway 
bills, pointed.out that deficiencies 
on the Interstate System alone ex- 
ceed $11 billion and the total need- 
ed improvement on the entire fed- 
eral aid system has been establish- 
er at upwards of $32 billion. 

He stressed the point that the 
seriousness of the highway situa- 
tion indicated the need for the 
establishment of a definite long- 
range plan of rehabilitation. He 
suggested a 10-year program, ap- 
proximately a total annual expen- 
diture of $3 billion, would consti- 
tute a reasonable and realistic ap-
